Canned corn is used not only by

al - o maut into a variety 
of soup-, fritters, puddings, and other 
dishes. 


The preservation of green corn by 
drying has long been practiced in the 
household and dried lorn is to a limit­ 
ed extent prepared commercially. The 
ears of coin are first scalded for a- 
bout 5 minutes, th* a cooled and the 
kernel- 
cut from the cob. 
Unless 
the corn is very young and tender the 
resulting dried corn will be much 
more satisfactory if only the tips of 
the kernels are removed by tho first 
i ut and th* rem aining pulp scraped 
out w ith a duii knife, leaving the 
most of the hulls behind on the cob. 
Even 
in th* 
east 
of young corn 
the cutting should not be so close as 
to include the base of th* kernel. 


The corn may be dried by any con­ 
venient 
method. 
Where 
a

quantity is being prepared it may be 
spread upon a tab e covered with 
muslin.
